Thomas Denies International Coun- 

cil Tends to Socialism.

LONDON, March 19.~The governing 
body of international labor set. up the. 
peace of ‘Versailles will meet’ in the 
House of: Lords next week to prepare 
for its next annual Conference’ and, to 
consider the\ question of, the labor mis- 
sion to be sént to in estigate Russian 
conditions. 

Albert Thomas, Hranudeut of ‘the gov- 
erning body, expressed to THe NEw 
YorK ‘Timms \correspondent today the 
great regret himself and his col- 
Neagues that nd representative of the 
United: States would be eke: at the 
meeting. 

‘“‘ The :workers ‘of Europe,” he said, 
‘have by no means forgotten the prac- 
tical aid they receiyed during the war 
both from the American Government 
and American workers, and they had 
hoped. that they would still be able to 
count on their co-operation and assist- 

in solving the numerous al 
probleme with which Europe is now 
confronted."’ 

Thomas then discussed the resolution 
recently passed by the New York Re- 
publican State Committee in which the 
fear was efpressed that the international 
labor conferences. were likely-to draw 
the United. States: into. international 
Socialism. 

“I think,’ he said,-‘* that this resolu- 
tion overlooked the method of appoint- 
ment of the conference delegates. 
of them are to be the nominees of Gov- 
ernments, a quarter of employers. and 
ohly a quarter of workers. Surely there 
is sufficient 'guaranteé in this against 
}gany undue socialistic/tendencies.
